7 I S not without Reaſon, that the moſt 
rational People of the World, and 
eſpecially Proteſtants, ſhew but a very flight

Now as thoſe feigned 
Miracles were only eſtabliſhed through the 
Ignorance of the deluded People; ſo we 
ſaw them in ſome Manner to diſappear af- 
ter the taking of Conſtantinople, when Learn- 
ing was forced to take its Santuary in the 
Weſt: They began then to queſtion the 
Truth of Viſions, and the Credit and Ho- 
neſty of the Clergy, which made Miracles 
leſs frequent: But as ſoon as the great Light of 
the Reſormalion appeared, they vaniſhed away 
entirely; and ſince that Time have not 
{ dared to ſhew themſelves on our Horizon, 
3s but in Hugger-mugger, if I may be allowed 
that common Word. It is true, the Jeſuits 
a {ay that they have roſe again in Japan and 
in China; but ſince they produce no other 
Witnelſles for the Proof of ſuch a Report, 
but the Fathers of their own Society, which

From what I have obſerved it follows, 
that we ought to keep a juſt Medium be- 
tween theſe two Extremes, and ſeriouſly to 
examine the Events we are told of, before 
we paſs a Judgment on them: Shall we 
ſhew a Curioſity or. Earneſtneſs for the 
leaſt Trifles, and can we be cold and neg-
